Officer at the county school 
district was indicted by the 


Fulton Grand Jury for Abuse of 
Public Trust with a dollar figure 
listed as more than $10,000, but 
less than $100,000. 

The Grand Jury charges the 
following: That between the 1st 
day of January 2009 and the 15 th 
day of October 2013, in Fulton 
County, Kentucky, the above 
named Defendant committed 
the Offense of KRS 522.050, 
Abuse of Public Trust >$10,000 
But <$100,000, by being an 
employee of a public agency 
and intentionally dealing with 
the public money as her own 
and failing to make the required 
payment or disposition, against 
the peace and dignity of the 


Commonwealth. 

Vo well’s bail has been set at 
$50,000. 

Pretrial Conference has been 
scheduled for April 10, 2014 at 
9:30 a.m. 

Vowell has been ordered not 
to be on the grounds of Fulton 
County Schools and a curfew 
has been set from 8 p.m. to 6 
a.m. 

The Fulton County School 
board will be meeting in regular 
session on Thursday, March 20 
at 7 p.m. to discuss the forensic 
audit performed following the 
discovery of the offense.

Levee Board 
looks for 
repayment 
from Corps

Editor 

After adopting the county’s 
ethics policy as the one they 
would follow, the Fulton County 
Levee Board of Commissioners 
learned from Treasurer/ 
Secretary Jim Major that the 
Army Corps of Engineers 
denied approximately $700 of 
the expenses he submitted on 
the running of the pumps at the 
Pump Station. “They deemed 
those expenses as maintenance 
and do not want to pay it,” he 
explained on Tuesday evening, 
March 11. “When we get 
reimbursed we will receive just 
under $10,000.” 

After paying last month’s 
expenses, including $1,169 to 
pay insurance for the pump 
station, the Levee Board has just 
under $21,000 in their operating 
account. 

Additional upcoming 

expenses include the repairs 
to the leaking fuel tank at the 
pump station. 

There are additional repairs 
required to make all four of the 
pumps at the pump station work, 
with no funds coming from the 
Memphis District to cover this 
expense. 

At the end of the year the 
Levee Maintenance Contract 
will expire and the Board will 
discuss and explore options to 
consider in the future that will 
decrease the Board’s financial 
obligation to maintaining the 
levee. 

Levee Board President David 
Weatherly informed the Board 
that the Fulton County Fiscal 
Court had received notification 
from the Army Corps of 
Engineers on the approval of 
paying for the needed repairs 
to Sutton Road. Sutton Road 
was damaged during the Flood 
Fight of 2011. “FEMA paid 
approximately $28,000,” added 
Weatherly. “The cost to repair 
the road has been estimated at 
$266,000.” 

Weatherly is planning on 
attending the April 7 high water 
tour inspection with the Corps of 
Engineers. The tour will begin 
at Tiptonville, Tenn. with a final 
destination at Caruthersville. 

Adjourning the meeting at 
7:43 p.m. the Board scheduled 
the next meeting for April 1 at 
7 p.m.

Domma (Garner) Huey was 
born on August 27, 1944 in 
Hickman at her home in Henry 
Addition on Route One. 

“Back in the 1950’s when I 
grew up, Hickman was a busy 
place,” Huey recalls. 

“The town had buildings on 
both sides of Clinton Street. We 
had beauty shops, barber shops, 
several department stores, 
jewelry stores and restaurants,” 
continued Huey. “There were 
drug stores with soda fountains 
where you could get soft 
drinks while waiting on your 
prescriptions. We had several 
grocery stores. I can remember 
getting our groceries from Clyde 
Newton.” 

She grew up in Henry Addition 
in a house built by her father 
and grandfather. “My home was 
a box house with two bedrooms

Good food safety tips for 
seniors being at home 

Here are some good food 
safety tips that apply to the 
four basic rules for food safety: 
clean, separate the food, cook 
and chill to prevent food borne 
illness. 

Cleaning - Always wash your 
hands and the surfaces more of¬ 
ten because there are germs ev¬ 
erywhere and especially after 
handling food or changing dia¬ 
pers or handling pets. 

Wash your cutting boards, 
dishes, utensils and counter tops 
with some hot water and soap 
mixed in with one tablespoon of 
bleach to prevent bacteria from 
spreading. After preparing each 
food item you need to use more 
kitchen sanitizers for the protec¬ 
tion of germs. 

Separating - Avoid cross 
contamination with raw meat, 
poultry, and raw vegetables that 
cause bacteria such as salmo¬ 
nella or E. coli. 

Cooking - All foods cook 
differently at different tempera¬ 
tures but the way to do this is 
use a clean food thermometer to 
check the internal temperature 
of the meat to check it every 15 
minutes. 

Chilling - Refrigerate foods 
after you cook them the right 
way. By keeping them in your 
refrigerator set at 40 degrees 
F or you can freeze them and 
microwave the foods when you 
want to eat them later. 

Seniors need to be aware of 
these foods that have a lot of 
bacteria in them. 

• Raw fin fish, and shell fish, 
including oysters, clams, mus¬ 
sels and scallops 

• Hot dogs, and lunchmeats 

• Raw or unpasteurized milk, 
or soft cheeses 

• Refrigerated smoked sea¬ 
food 

• Raw meat or poultry 

• Raw sprouts such as alfalfa, 
clover and radishes 

• Unpasteurized or untreated 
fruit or vegetable juice

when the new kitchen was 
built in 1949 it became a three 
bedroom house with siding on a 
half lot on a hill,” she said. “The 
house was on Route One and it 
didn’t become a street until the

Both her parents worked so 
she stayed with her grandparents 
who lived down the road from 
them. 

“In Henry Addition were 
two small grocery stores where 
we could buy a soda pop or 
a candy bar for a nickel,” 
explained Huey. “The names 
of the grocery stores were 
Neighborhood Grocery and 
the owner was Fillie Pruitt and 
Elaine’s Grocery was owned by 
Elaine Norris. Norris was in a 
wheel chair.” 

Back then kids played outside 
depending on the weather. “We 
played games like tag, hide and 
seek, and red rover,” recalled 
Huey. 

Most people walked back 
then because not many had 
cars. Huey remembers walking 
to town and to church. “We 
crossed the old swinging bridge 
to attend church at The First 
Church of God,” she added. 

“In 1957 the city put in a 
swimming pool where the city 
maintenance garage is now. 
We also had a picture show 
(as we called it),” stated Huey 
remembering a few more things 
about her hometown. 

These are just a few of Huey’s 
memories of Hickman. She 
has a scrapbook of Hickman 
containing pictures and articles 
from Mr. R. A. Edwards that she 
loves to look through from time 
to time.

According to Kiser, lack of 
broadband access is much more of 
a challenge in rural areas. Eliminat¬ 
ing some of these barriers, which 
means being comfortable and fluent 
with computers and technology, is 
a necessity for Kentuckians to par¬ 
ticipate in today’s global economy. 

The e-Learning centers will 
provide computer access and edu¬ 
cational programming to citizens 
who may not have access anywhere 
else. 

“We have been working with lo¬ 
cal civic leaders and government 
officials to establish these four 
e-Learning centers,” said Gina S. 
Winchester, executive director, Of¬ 
fice of Regional Outreach, Murray 
State University. “Staff at the cen¬ 
ters look forward to helping people 
obtain the skills they need to be 
confident in using computers for 
a variety of tasks or entertainment 
options.” 

According to Winchester, the 
state’s computer donation means 
the centers should be open in May, 
much sooner than anticipated.

numbers. What a great sign of 
engagement in our democratic 
process! 

During the Education 
Committee meeting, lively 
debate took place on the subject 
of core content adopted by 
Kentucky. Senate Bill 224 
would prohibit Kentucky from 
adopting the national common 
core content and require the 
Department of Education to 
create new standards that exceed 
the national common core. At 
stake is ensuring Kentucky 
students are ready and prepared 
for college and career after 
graduation. Testimony was 
heard from education experts 
around the nation who debated 
the effectiveness of common 
core. The commissioner of 
the Department of Education 
testified to support common 
core. 

Also, during the meeting, 
we discussed legislation that 
will help school districts deal 
with the amount of snow days 
that occurred this year. We had 
unusual weather throughout the 
winter, making our calendars 
across Kentucky suffer. We 
still are working hard and 
deliberating the best way to 
help school districts adjust their 
calendars to make sure they can 
meet educational obligations, 
and to see what flexibility can be 
put in motion regarding waiving 
some of the days missed. 

We received the House’s 
budget bill this morning, and 
we will begin the review work 
and analysis of the $20.3 
billion spending plan line-by- 
line. We will make necessary 
changes to ensure the final 
version of the plan best reflects 
our priorities and values. With 
only a couple weeks before the 
General Assembly’s veto recess 
is scheduled to begin, our work 
on the two-year budget will be 
focused and concentrated in the 
days to come. 

Other legislation on the Senate 
floor this week included Senate 
Bill 159, which would allow 
nonprofit mobile dental clinics 
to provide care in schools for 
uninsured and underinsured 
children, as well as those 


covered by Medicaid. Statistics 
show that 42 percent of children 
in Kentucky under the age of 
five show signs of advanced 
tooth decay. Expanding 
access to dental care fulfills a 
fundamental need and positively 
affects the general health, school 
attendance, self-respect and 
future success of our children. 
The bill passed unanimously 
and a similar outcome is hoped 
for in the House. 

Senate Bill 124 also passed. 
It would provide legal access 
to cannabidiol oil, which is 
derived from the hemp plant 
and is used to treat people with 
epilepsy and seizure disorders. 
More specifically, the children 
with this illness in some cases 
have hundreds of seizures per 
day. Cannabidiol oil contains 
an extremely low level of 
THC, too low to produce any 
psychoactive or intoxicating 
effects. Studies have shown that 
the oil successfully aids children 
suffering from seizure disorders 
when administered orally. In 
extreme cases, children can have 
hundreds of seizures in one day. 
It is critical that every available 
medication be legally attainable 
for the families dealing with 
this debilitating condition. The 
bill passed the Senate Thursday 
with no opposition. 

Senate Bill 108 also passed 
the Senate this week. The Act 
would provide that a person 
convicted of a felony offense 
of rape in which a child was 
born as a result of the offense 
shall lose parental rights with 
respect to that child; provide for 
an exception at the request of 
the mother; and provide that a 
court shall impose an obligation 
of child support against the 
offender unless waived by the 
mother and, if applicable, a 
public agency supporting the 
child.

Fulton County Fiscal Court and 
city of Hickman receive LEPP 
grants for body armor 


Governor Steve Beshear an¬ 
nounced on Monday, March 17, 
that Law Enforcement Protec¬ 
tion Program Grants had been 
awarded to both the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court and the 
city of Hickman. The Fiscal 
Court received a grant in the 
amount $3,850 and the City re¬ 
ceived $2,200. Both grants were 
awarded for the purchase of 
body armor. 

A total of 18 law enforce¬ 
ment agencies were awarded 
$100,935 in LEPP grants, which 
are administered by the Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Homeland Se¬ 
curity to provide financial help 
for certain items essential in the 
course of their duties. 

“These grants provide impor¬ 
tant funds to law enforcement 
agencies to purchase protec¬ 
tive equipment for officers who 
strive to keep our Common¬ 
wealth safe and secure,” Gov. 
Beshear said. 

“Grants like these given by 
LEPP are critical in meeting the 
needs of our first responders,” 
said state Sen. Stan Humphries, 
of Cadiz. “I know I join local 


officials in expressing our ap¬ 
preciation for these funds.” 

In conjunction with the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police (KSP), KOHS 
derives income from sales of 
confiscated weapons. KSP con¬ 
ducts periodic auctions - only to 
federally licensed firearms deal¬ 
ers - that generate dollars for the 
LEPP initiative. 

KOHS then assesses needs 
and, after prioritization, pro¬ 
vides available funds for the 
acquisition of body armor, duty 
weapons, ammunition, and elec¬ 
tronic or muscular disruption 
technical devices, which are of¬ 
ten referred to as Tasers. 

“It’s gratifying to know we 
can help in some way to sup¬ 
ply law enforcement with some 
of the tools they need to carry 
out their important jobs,” said 
Gene Kiser, executive director 
of KOHS. 

LEPP support goes to police 
agencies of cities, counties, 
charter counties, unified coun¬ 
ties, urban-counties and con¬ 
solidated local governments, 
sheriff’s departments and public 
university police departments.

she signed a new lease less than a 
month ago and gave me a deposit, 
plus the first month’s rent. Just the 
other day, she called and wants 
to back out of the agreement. 
She said she discovered after 
she signed that her ex is having 
serious health problems, and she 
needs to move to help take care 
of their kids. What do you think 
I should do? 

Flavia 

Dear Flavia, 

I own a bunch of rental 
properties, so I know for a fact 
that as a landlord you run into 
all kinds of situations. Some 
are more genuine than others. 
I would want some proof as 
to what’s going on, but on the 
surface it sounds like she’s got 
a valid reason for wanting to 
cancel the agreement. 

Basically, she’s asking for 
your understanding and mercy. If 
it were me, and what she’s said 
turned out to be true, I’d try to 
lease the place to someone else 
as quickly as possible, and I’d 
refund her the deposit plus any 
money it doesn’t cost you in the 
process. In other words, if it took 
two weeks to find another tenant, 
then I’d give back the deposit 


and two week’s rent. Of course, 
if she’s in really bad shape—and 
you’re on solid enough financial 
ground to withstand the blow— 
you could let her out of the 
agreement completely and move 
on to finding another tenant. 

You don’t want to profit 
from someone who’s genuinely 
struggling. But you have to look 
out for yourself and, if possible, 
try to break even. Regardless, 
I wouldn’t take advantage of 
anyone who’s truly going through 
hard times. That’s just not right.

good mechanism to increase 
the percentage,” he added. “We 
have even set up booths at both 
the Pecan Festival and Banana 
Festival.” 

The cost to be a member of 
the Ambulance Service is $120 
a year, with an option to pay 
$10 monthly. “We leave it up to 
them and the honor system is in 
place for everyone to pay,” Judge 
Gallagher noted. “It can cost us a 
great deal to collect it any other 
way.” 

A suggestion was also made 
to have a One Call notice go out 
to everyone with a disclaimer to 
those who pay their fee with their 
water bills. “That way everyone 
is notified,” added Magistrate 
Henry Callison. 

Dumpsters located throughout 
the County are at the expense of 
the Fiscal Court and ultimately 
the taxpayers. Ways to keep those 
costs down are becoming harder 
and harder to come by. Another 
issue, especially after the recent 
weather, the dumpsters are over 
flowing causing an issue for the 
areas where the dumpsters are 
located. 

An immediate resolution has 
yet to be found, with the Court 
deciding to seek costs from other 
waste disposal companies in the 
area. Currently Republic Services 
(Barker Brothers) provides waste 
disposal service for the county. 

In other business the Court 
approved the following items: 

• Second Reading of Fulton 
Ordinance 2014-01 (establishing 
FC Wildlife & Waterfowl Board) 
with changes made by Mindy 
Major, sitting in for Fulton 
County Attorney Rick Major 


• Authorize advertising for 
Fulton County Road Department 
Materials for FY 2014/2015 

• Fulton County Clerk Quietus 
after Clerk Betty Abernathy 
informed them that it took less 
than a week to perform her audit, 
saving the county money. 

• Approve new Fulton County 
Employees, Transfers and Bills 

It was noted that the Fulton 
County Detention Center ’ s 
(FCDC) gas bill went from 
$9,000 to $21,000. This could be 
contributed to the colder weather 
experienced in the area and 
because the city of Hickman had 
depleted the stored gas and had 
to buy more at a higher rate. 

Fulton County Jailer Ricky 
Parnell also recommended that 
the Fiscal Court accept a bid 
from Gerald Harris for the lease 
of Kubota mowers for three years 
for $93,000 over the bid from 
Hill’s Hardware for $98,000. 
“Gerald Harris is local,” added 
Jailer Parnell, “and he did have 
the lower bid.” 

The Detention Center does a 
lot of the mowing required within 
the county and the two cities of 
Hickman and Fulton. “Last year 
we were spending about $2,400 
a month repairing our mowers,” 
added Parnell. “With this lease 
we will receive a four year 
warranty and the only items we 
will have to pay for are belts, oil 
changes and tires.” 

Currently, as of Monday, 
March 17, the FCDC is housing 
343 inmates, compared to only 
30 in nearby Hickman County. 

The next meeting of the Fulton 
County Fiscal Court is scheduled 
for Monday, April 14 at 9 a.m.

Food price facts 

Am I paying too much for food for my family? 

• We’re fortunate in the United States to only have to spend 
10 percent of our income on food versus 18-25 percent around 
the world, according to the U.N. Food and Agriculture Orga¬ 
nization (FAO). Food in our country remains relatively inex¬ 
pensive, and we have a wide variety in choices. 

Do I need to buy the most expensive food to get the best 
for my family? 

• While organic food prices are often higher than conven¬ 
tional food, there is no difference in nutritional value, accord¬ 
ing to a review of 400 scientific papers on the health impacts 
of organic foods, published in the journal Critical Reviews in 
Food Science and Nutrition. 

Why do food prices go up at times? 

• The federal government points out that many different 
factors determine the price of food, ranging from the cost of 
petroleum and the value of the U.S. dollar to production costs 
and adverse weather. 

Are farmers making more money when I pay more at 
the grocery store? 

• The U.S. farmer’s share of the retail food dollar has been 
declining for more than 60 years. In 1950, farmers received 
more than 40 cents for every food dollar that consumers spent 
in the grocery store. Today, they receive less than 12 cents. 

• USDA’s Economic Research Service says the cost of 
marketing services, including transportation, processing and 
distribution of farm products, account for a substantial por¬ 
tion of food prices, with the farm value component account¬ 
ing for the remainder.
